Memo  from  President  Orr: 
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"BUILDING  FROM  STRENGTH:  The  Campaign  for  Presbyterian  College" 


On  March  8  Presbyterian  College  officially  and  publicly 
launched  a  major  capital  funds  campaign  to  be  conducted 
over  the  next  four  years.  Entitled  "BUILDING  FROM 
STRENGTH,"  the  campaign  seeks  to  raise  30  million  dol- 
lars. Thanks  to  the  generous  support  of  many  trustees  and 
good  friends  of  the  college,  we  also  were  pleased  to 
announce  that  $1 1.6  million  of  the  total  has  already  been 
committed. 

This  strong  start  is  due  to  the  diligent  work  of  the 
Campaign  Cabinet,  chaired  by  trustee  Wilson  C.  Wearn, 
and  his  colleagues:  W.  Frank  Harrington,  Robert  M. 
Vance,  William  T.  Cassels,  Jr.,  Bennett  A.  Brown,  William 
W.  Gaston,  Albert  F.  Sloan,  Irwin  Belk,  Bob  E.  Pettit, 
Robert  R.  Hill,  Joseph  E.  Patrick  and  James  O.  Speed.  We 
can  all  be  grateful  to  these  able  leaders  for  their  commit- 
ment to  Presbyterian  College  and  for  their  willingness  to 
offer  personal  leadership  for  this  campaign. 

The  last  major  capital  funds  campaign  conducted  by  PC 
was  concluded  in  1980  and  raised  $1 1.3  million.  It  is  signifi- 
cant that  advance  gifts  of  $11.6  million  to  our  new  cam- 
paign exceed  the  total  raised  from  1975  to  1980.  This 
generous  support  through  leadership  gifts  is  evidence  of  the 
larger  circle  of  friends  now  investing  in  the  future  of  this 
college. 

What  will  the  success  of  this  "BUILDING  FROM 
STRENGTH"  campaign  mean  for  PC?  It  will  mean  that  by 
1992  our  endowment  should  total  35-45  million  dollars  and 
provide  the  additional  fiscal  stability  an  excellent  college 
must  now  have.  It  will  mean  the  Presbyterian  College  fac- 
ulty will  have  six  additional  endowed  chairs  as  well  as 
enlarged  endowment  funds  to  promote  vital  continuing 
professional  growth.  It  will  mean  many  more  scholarships 
to  assist  deserving  students  who  need  financial  assistance  to 
enroll.  It  will  mean  the  PC  campus  will  operate  with  func- 
tional and  handsome  facilities,  including  a  new  Edmunds 
Recital  Hall  seating  350,  a  new  residence  hall  complex  for 
152  students,  a  new  theater  and  visual  arts  building,  and 
major  renovations  of  Neville  Hall,  Smyth  Hall,  and 
Spencer  Hall,  plus  many  improvements  to  be  made  inter- 
nally to  other  buildings  on  the  campus. 


In  short,  the  success  of  this  major  campaign  will  insure 
that  Presbyterian  College  is  well  prepared  for  the  chal- 
lenges and  opportunities  that  lie  ahead. 

I  am  confident  we  can  achieve  and  exceed  the  $30  mil- 
lion goal  ahead  of  our  1992  schedule.  With  the  large  initial 
gifts,  we  now  have  about  $18  million  left  to  be  raised.  My 
confidence  comes  from  the  enthusiastic  support  that  PC 
now  enjoys  among  its  friends,  parents,  students,  alumni, 
prospective  students,  Board  of  Trustees,  Board  of  Visitors, 
etc.  Together,  I  believe  we  can  enable  this  college  to 
advance  the  excellence  of  its  program  by  enlarging  its 
resources  for  continued  service.  I  cordially  invite  you  to 
join  this  campaign  to  help  us  "BUILD  FROM  STRENGTH" 
for  the  bright  future  of  Presbyterian  College.

This  $30  million  campaign  will  sustain 
the  momentum  toward  national  stature 


PC's  bold  bid  for  the  future 


AS30  million  campaign  to  ensure  Presbyterian 
College's  future  leadership  in  higher  education 
is  now  officially  launched — along  with  the 
announcement  that  more  than  one-third  of  the 
total  already  has  been  secured  in  advance  gifts. 

It's  the  most  ambitious  fund-raising  drive  in  the  108 
year  history  of  PC.  And  the  title,  "Building  from  Strength," 
conveys  the  intent  to  accelerate  the  momentum  that  has 
propelled  this  college  into  the  national  spotlight. 

Trustees  and  special  friends  subscribed  SI  1.6  million  in 
advance  major  gifts  and  pledges  during  the  months  leading 
up  to  the  campaign  kickoff  in  early  March.  Now,  with  the 


official  start  of  the  drive  this  spring,  efforts  to  raise  the 
remaining  $18.4  million  will  be  directed  first  to  the  Presby- 
terian churches  in  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  during 
1988-89  and  then  to  alumni  and  other  friends. 

The  campaign  is  scheduled  to  close  with  the  end  of  the 
college  fiscal  year  on  June  30,  1992. 

College  officials  went  public  with  this  record  fund- 
raising  drive  at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
held  in  Atlanta  on  March  8.  The  board  met  at  the  Peach- 
tree  Presbyterian  Church  upon  special  invitation 
of  its  session  and  senior  minister,  alumnus  W.  Frank  Har- 
rington '57,  who  serves  as  trustee  chairman.  All  business 
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/  am  proud  to  be  a  Presbyterian  College 
alumnus  and  grateful  to  my  Alma  Mater  for 
all  that  it  has  done  for  me.  For  108  years  PC 
has  sent  a  steady  supply  of  faithful  men  and 
women  into  the  mainstream  of  community 
-  and  church  life  in  our  region.  Our  graduates 
are  making  a  difference  in  education,  in  the 
ministry,  in  church  life,  medicine,  law,  and 
in  fields  of  science  and  business. 

Building  on  the  strong  foundation  of 
our  heritage,  we  are  now  experiencing  our 
greatest  days  and  a  threshold  of  promise  lies  before  us.  We  come 
to  this  campaign  with  two  realities  operating.  One  is  the  reality  of 
momentum.  Our  college  is  growing  and  thriving,  and  we  must 
continue  to  "make  hay  while  the  sun  is  shining.  "  This  momentum 
has  made  us  aware,  secondly,  of  an  increasing  opportunity  for 
service.  In  order  to  meet  that  opportunity,  we  must  reach  and 
exceed  the  goals  of  the  current  campaign.

and  social  activities  of  the  board  were  handled  within  the 
extensive  facilities  of  this  congregation  of  almost  7,000 
members.  The  William  Plumer  Jacobs  Society  also  held  its 
annual  dinner  there  on  the  evening  prior  to  the  board's 
sessions. 

Joining  Dr.  Harrington  in  the  S30  million  announcement 
to  assembled  board  members,  alumni  and  friends  were  PC 
President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  and  Wilson  C.  Wearn  of  Green- 
ville, S.  C,  board  chairman  of  Multimedia,  Inc.,  and  trus- 
tee vice  chairman,  who  serves  as  general  chairman  of  the 
campaign. 

"We're  off  to  a  great  start  in  a  campaign  that  will  ensure 
the  future  of  Presbyterian  College  for  generations  to 
come,"  Harrington  said.  Both  he  and  Wearn  praised  other 
board  members  for  early  participation  in  planning  and 
launching  the  effort. 

Endowment  is  the  primary  campaign  objective.  The 
plan  earmarks  $15.1  million  for  this  purpose  to  endow 
more  student  financial  aid  ($9.6  million),  professorships 
($4.5  million)  and  faculty  development  ($1  million). 

Other  objectives  of  the  $30  million  drive  seek  $8.7  mil- 
lion for  facilities/ equipment  and  $6.2  million  for  current 
support  through  annual  giving. 

The  $8.7  million  category  envisions  $3  million  to  reno- 
vate and  expand  student  housing  and  dining  space — 
including  a  new  dormitory  complex — and  $4.5  million  for 
academic  buildings  such  as  a  new  theater-visual  arts  center 
and  extensive  renovation  of  Neville  Hall.  In  addition, 
$800,000  will  go  for  equipment  and  $400,000  for  land 
acquisition. 

Funds  already  have  been  received  to  underwrite  the  full 
cost  of  the  deSaussure  Davis  Edmunds  Recital  Hall,  with 
construction  expected  to  start  this  summer.  The  first  stage 
of  Neville  Hall's  remodeling  also  will  get  underway  in  June. 
And  ground  may  be  broken  next  fall  on  the  dormitory 
complex  composed  initially  of  two  small  resident 
halls  and  a  central  commons  building. 

"These  are  the  high  priority  needs  represented  in  our 
long-range  plan,"  President  Orr  said.  "We  have  an  overflow 
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student  body,  with  increasing  demands.  While  PC  has 
achieved  good  stability  and  been  ranked  among  the 
nation's  best  colleges  by  U.  S.  News  &  World  Report,  we 
must  continue  to  build  our  resources  for  the  challenges 
ahead.  Many  educators  believe  we  are  entering  a  period  of 
uncertainty  that  will  sorely  test  higher  education  generally 
and  private  liberal  arts  schools  in  particular.  Only  the 
strong  may  survive." 

He  pointed  out  that  Presbyterian  College  presently  has

an  endowment  of  $21  million,  which  averages  a  healthy 
$20,000  per  student  for  this  year's  record  enrollment  of 
1,077.  Additions  produced  by  a  successful  campaign  will 
increase  the  endowment  to  $36  million  for  a  student  body 
that  will  be  held  to  the  1,100-1,200  range,  Dr.  Orr  said. 

The  fund-raising  action  gets  underway  this  spring  with 
the  start  of  the  church  phase.  Since  the  college  has  official 
synod  approval  to  campaign  among  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA)  congregations  of  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  dur- 
ing 1988-89,  six  of  the  ten  presbyteries  in  these  two  states 
already  have  PC  drives  scheduled  for  their  churches. 

(Florida  churches  in  January  became  part  of  the  newly 
aligned  Synod  of  South  Atlantic — ^joining  Georgia  and 
South  Carolina  Presbyterians  in  support  of  PC — but  the 
change  occurred  too  late  for  Florida  to  participate  in  the 
current  drive.) 

While  some  alumni  already  are  included  among  the 
early  special  gifts  contributors,  members  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  Alumni  Association  generally  will  be  solicited 
in  1989-90.  This  phase  also  will  reach  out  to  non-alumni 
parents  as  well  as  to  other  friends.  Meanwhile,  the  Annual 
Giving  program  will  continue,  with  its  total  being  counted 
as  a  separate  campaign  category  designated  for  current 
support. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  all  gifts  to  the  college  from  all 
constituencies  during  the  1987-92  range  of  the  campaign 
will  count  toward  the  $30  million  goal.  This  approach 
represents  a  change  from  previous  drives,  which  concen- 
trated on  capital  gifts. 

Certainly,  every  resource  will  be  needed  to  achieve  the 


objective  that  is  three  times  greater  than  the  largest  pre- 
vious fund-raising  target. 

Presbyterian  College  has  succeeded  in  six  major  cam- 
paigns since  World  War  II  (see  chart),  each  accelerating  the 
momentum  of  progress  and  achievement.  The  first  of  three 
drives  under  President  Marshall  W.  Brown  produced 
$350,000  in  1947-48  for  the  imperative  purpose  of  lifting 
the  PC  endowment  to  accreditation  standards.  President 
Marc  C.  Weersing  also  initiated  three  capital  efforts  for 
plant  and  endowment.  His  last  one,  seeking  $10  million. 


//  is  not  surprising  thai  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege enjoys  substantial  success.  Outstanding 
administrative  leadership  working  in  har- 
mony with  a  strong  board  of  trustees  and  a 
capable,  dedicated  faculty  has  led  to  the 
development  of  an  unusual  educational  en- 
vironment for  college  students. 

All  persons  who  believe  in  the  impor- 
tance of  church-related  colleges  have  reason 
to  be  proud  of  PC.  A  spirit  of  commitment 
to  excellence  pervades  the  campus. 

To  continue  the  momentum  in  this  quest  for  excellence  we 
have  embarked  upon  a  major  campaign.  It  is  an  exciting  time  for 
me  to  be  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees.  I  believe  that,  dollar 
for  dollar,  there  is  no  better  investment  in  higher  education  than  a 
contribution  to  Presbyterian  College.

had  reached  S6.5  million  when  Dr.  Ken  Orr  became  presi- 
dent in  1979  and  soon  pushed  that  "Second  Century  Fund" 
to  an  oversubscribed  SI  1.38  million  conclusion. 

As  the  focus  now  turns  to  the  record  challenge  ahead,  it 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  $1 1.6  million  subscribed  in  the 
advance  special  gifts  phase  already  exceeds  the  total 
amount  raised  in  PC's  largest  campaign  up  to  now. 

Members  of  the  39-member  board  of  trustees  set  the 
pace  in  the  advance  gifts  phase  of  the  campaign.  Drive 
chairman  Wilson  Wearn  said  their  personal  contributions, 
along  with  solicitations  of  other  special  leadership  gifts, 
account  for  most  of  the  SI  1.6  million  already  subscribed. 

Trustees  serving  with  Wearn  as  committee  chairmen  in 
the  opening  phases  of  the  campaign  are  listed  below.  As 
indicated,  alumni  figure  prominently  in  the  leadership  work 
for  their  alma  mater.

in  1955. 

Church  Gifts  Division  in  Georgia — Joseph  E.  Patrick  of 
Decatur,  sales  representative  (retired)  with  John  H.  Harland 
Co.;  and  The  Rev.  James  O.  Speed,  senior  minister  of  the 
First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Marietta.  Patrick  is  a  PC 
alumnus  of  the  '37  class. 

Church  Gifts  Division  in  South  Carolina — Robert  R. 
Hill  of  Columbia,  deputy  superintendent  with  the  South 
Carolina  Department  of  Education;  and  The  Rev.  B.  E.

Two  alumni  prominent  in  education  and  banking  .  . . 
a  woman  church  leader .  . .  Presbyterian  General 
Assembly  executive  .  .  .  and  an  international  expert 
in  machine  design. 

These  individuals  will  share  the  spotlight  with  203  grad- 
uating seniors  when  Presbyterian  College  stages  its  105th 
Commencement  exercises  on  May  8. 

Dr.  Thomas  J.  Reeves  '57,  president  of  Hastings  Col- 
lege in  Nebraska,  is  scheduled  to  deliver  the  main  address 
of  the  occasion  that  closes  PC's  1987-88  academic  year. 
And  when  he  receives  his  honorary  doctor  of  humane  let- 
ters degree,  he  will  be  joined  by  fellow  alumnus  Bennett  A. 
Brown  '50,  chairman  and  chief  executive  officer  of  At- 
lanta's Citizens  &  Southern  Corporation,  who  will  be 
awarded  the  honorary  doctor  of  humanities. 

Two  other  honorary  degrees  will  go  to  Mrs.  Rosalie 
Outlaw  Cassels  of  Columbia,  doctor  of  public  service,  and 
to  Eugene  R.  Grotnes  of  Atlanta,  doctor  of  commercial 
science.  Their  citations  recognize  her  distinguished  leader- 
ship among  Presbyterian  church  women  and  his  achieve- 
ments as  president  and  owner  of  Atlanta  Grotnes  Machine 
Co. 

Preaching  the  baccalaureate  sermon  that  day  will  be  Dr. 
John  N.  Bartholomew,  recently  appointed  executive  direc- 
tor of  the  newly  aligned  Synod  of  South  Atlantic.  He  is 
headquartered  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  as  the  central  point  in 
the  new  synod  which  adds  Florida  to  the  previous  Georgia- 
South  Carolina  organization  known  as  Synod  of  the 
Southeast. 

Following  the  pattern  of  recent  years,  the  baccalaureate 
service  will  be  held  at  10:30  a.m.  in  Belk  Auditorium;  the 
Commencement  exercises,  at  2;30  p.m.  in  Templeton  Phys- 
ical Education  Center. 


Among  the  203  seniors  acquiring  baccalaureate  degrees 
are  1 3  cadets  who  qualify  for  Army  reserve  commissions  on 
the  basis  of  their  ROTC  training  here. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  will  preside  at  the  baccalau- 
reate service.  He  also  will  take  a  leading  part  in  the  after- 
noon Commencement  program  in  cooperation  with  Trustee 
Chairman  W.  Frank  Harrington  as  presiding  officer. 
Alumnus  Harrington  '57  serves  as  senior  minister  of  Atlan- 
ta's Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church. 

Thomas  J.  Reeves 

Tom  Reeves  is  now  completing  his  third  year  as  presi- 
dent of  Hastings  College,  a  Presbyterian-related  school 
similar  to  PC  in  size  and  philosophy.  During  this  time,  he 
has  been  recognized  for  the  broad  development  of  that 
institution's  academic  programs  and  physical  facilities.  A 
1957  Presbyterian  College  graduate.  Reeves  moved  into  his 
Hastings  position  after  19  years  with  Converse  College  as 
religion  professor,  student  affairs  vice  president  and  then 
vice  president  for  planning  and  development.  He  holds  the 
bachelor  of  divinity  degree  from  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary  and  PhD  from  the  University  of  Aberdeen  in 
Scotland. 

Bennett  A.  Brown 

Bennett  Brown,  another  PC  alumnus  who  earned  his 
BS  degree  here  in  1950,  ranks  at  the  forefront  of  the 
Atlanta  business  world  as  chairman  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Citizens  &  Southern  Corporation.  This  year 
marks  his  33rd  year  with  the  C  &  S  organization.  He  joined 
the  staff  in  1955  after  Army  service  during  the  Korean  War 
and  a  short  stay  with  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Steady  prog- 
ress put  him  in  positions  of  increasing  responsibility  includ- 
ing assistant  president  in  1971,  then  president  of  the 
C  &  S  Holding  Co.  and  then  into  the  chief  executive's  chair 
in  1978.  Brown  recently  concluded  nine  years  on  the  PC 
board  of  trustees,  and  his  many  outside  activities  also 
include  being  an  elder  of  the  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church. 

Mrs.  Rosalie  Outlaw  Cassels 

Few  areas  of  Presbyterian  women's  work  have  failed  to 
benefit  from  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Rosalie  Outlaw  Cassels. 
She  has  served  as  Synodical  president  and  dean  of  the  Syn- 
odical  Training  School,  which  met  for  many  years  at  PC. 
Her  activities  also  have  included  being  presbytery  presi- 
dent, on  the  Board  of  Women's  Work  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  General  Assembly  and  longtime  tenure  as  chair-

man  of  the  Synodical  School  for  Black  Women.  Mrs. 
Cassels  also  took  the  lead  in  the  youth  work  of  Rose  Hill 
Presbyterian  Church  and  served  on  the  board  of  trustees  of 
Queens  College,  her  alma  mater.  She  and  her  late  husband, 
William  T.  Cassels,  were  members  of  the  PC  board  of  vis- 
itors and  in  1986  endowed  the  chair  of  chaplaincy  here. 

Eugene  R.  Grotnes 

Recognized  internationally  today  as  an  expert  in  the 
development  of  metal  forming  machinery,  Eugene  Grotnes 
has  been  president  and  owner  of  Atlanta  Grotnes  Machine 
Company  since  1965.  He  had  joined  his  brother  in  forming 
that  company  nine  years  earlier  after  working  for  the 
DuPont  Co.  in  New  Jersey  and  with  machine  design  in  the 
Chicago  area.

New  synod  broadens  PC  family 

With  the  launching  of  the  new  Synod  of  South  Atlantic  in 
January,  Florida  Presbyterians  joined  the  congregations  of 
Georgia  and  South  Carolina  in  their  official  support  and 
oversight  of  Presbyterian  College. 

The  new  alignment  map  is  pictured  at  right.  It  shows  the 
15  presbyteries  (five  in  each  state)  now  composing  the 
synod  structure  that  includes  a  total  of  1 ,006  churches  with 
290,710  members  served  by  1,783  ministers.  In  the  consoli- 
dation and  renaming  of  most  of  the  presbyteries,  Presbyte- 
rian College  is  within  the  bounds  of  Trinity  Presbytery. 

John  N.  Bartholomew,  recently  appointed  synod  execu- 
tive, conducts  his  work  from  the  synod  offices  located  in 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  He  will  make  his  first  visit  to  the  PC 
campus  in  May  to  deliver  the  baccalaureate  sermon  as  part 
of  Commencement  exercises  (see  above). 

Since  its  founding  as  a  child  of  the  Clinton  First  Presby- 
terian Church  in  1880,  this  college  has  gradually  gained 
relationship  with  an  expanded  constituency.  The  Synod  of 
South  Carolina  officially  adopted  PC  in  1904,  and  the 
Synod  of  Georgia  joined  in  support  24  years  later  in  1928. 
These  two  synods  of  the  old  Presbyterian  Church  US  com- 
bined in  1973  to  form  the  Synod  of  the  Southeast.  And 
now,  under  restructuring  by  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA),  Florida  becomes  an  important  part  of  the  larger 
and  stronger  Synod  of  South  Atlantic. 

Other  educational  institutions  supported  by  the  new 
synod  are:  Eckerd,  Queens,  Columbia  Seminary,  Johnson 
C.  Smith  Seminary  and  Rabun  Gap.

Student  profile: 


From  biology  lab  to  campus  jogs, 
Jane  Hall  sets  a  winning  pace 


^  ^  ~^  ^  Then  I  decide  to  do 

something,  I  put  100 
percent  of  my  effort 
into  it.  I  don't  mind  pushing  myself." 

These  words  from  PC  senior  Jane 
Hall  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  may  explain 
in  part  how  the  pre-med  major 
maintains  a  perfect  4.00  grade-point 
average  while  involving  herself  in 
numerous  student  activities.  They  also 
may  explain  how  she  gained  early 
acceptance  into  the  Medical 
University  of  South  Carolina  during 
the  spring  semester  of  her  sophomore 
year — or  why  she  was  awarded  a 
prestigious  Rotary  International 
Scholarship  for  study  at  the 
University  of  Edinburgh  in  Scotland 
following  PC  graduation. 

Jane  first  set  foot  on  the  Presbyte- 
rian College  campus  as  an  eighth- 
grader  when  she  ran  in  a  regional 
road  race  held  here.  By  the  time  she 
applied  to  colleges,  her  interest  had 


grown  to  the  point  of  placing  PC  at 
the  top  of  her  list  of  choices. 

A  semi-finalist  in  the  academic 
scholarship  competition,  Jane  initially 
was  awarded  a  four-year  Founder's 
Scholarship,  which  underwrites  part 
of  the  cost  of  attending  PC.  Last  fall, 
because  of  her  outstanding  academic 
record,  she  received  the  full-cost 
George  and  Rebecca  Smith  Scholar- 
ship established  by  Columbia 
businessman  Wilbur  S.  Smith  in 
memory  of  his  parents. 

During  her  four  years  here,  Jane 
said  she  has  worked  to  achieve  the 
well-rounded  background  needed  for 
a  medical  career  by  majoring  in 
biology  and  minoring  in  chemistry 
and  history.  In  all  classes  she  has 
managed  to  make  straight  A's,  but 
contended  that  she  does  not  fit  the 
stereotype  of  a  student  who 
concentrates  only  on  the  books. 

"I  laugh  when  people  think  I  lock 
myself  in  my  room  and  just  study," 
she  said.  "Although  I  do  find  time  for 
that,  I  like  to  think  that  I'm  well 


organized  enough  that  I  can  go  out 
and  do  things.  I  must  have  a  lot  of 
extra  energy." 

Indeed,  ever  since  she  came  to  PC, 
Jane  has  become  so  involved  as  to 
rate  listing  in  Who's  Who  Among 
Students  in  American  Universities  and 
Colleges.  Some  of  her  activities 
include  the  PC  Choir,  Tri-Beta 
biology  club,  where  she  served  as  sec- 
ond vice  president,  and  Student 
Volunteer  Services,  participating  in 
the  Big  Sister  program.  In  addition, 
she  was  PaC  SaC  yearbook  editor 
during  her  junior  year  and  is  a 
member  of  both  Omicron  Delta 
Kappa  honorary  leadership  and 
scholastic  society  and  Sigma  Kappa 
Alpha  academic  honor  society. 

And  on  the  physical  side,  this 
slender  brunette  continues  the  running 
that  has  been  a  part  of  her  schedule 
since  early  girlhood.  She  often  pushes 
the  dawn  in  daily  4 '/2-mile  jaunts 
around  the  campus,  which  help  her 
break  away  from  the  rigorous  college 
routine. 

Looking  back  on  her  four  years 
here,  Jane  said  she  is  grateful  to  the 
college  for  giving  her  a  chance  to  deal 
with  a  wide  variety  of  people. 

"I  enjoy  getting  to  know  different 
people  with  different  interests  and 
getting  so  involved  in  a  Uberal  arts 
school.  Being  at  PC  has  turned  me 
more  into  a  'people  person'  than  I 
ever  was  before,"  she  said. 

Jane  added  that  she  is  looking 
forward  to  meeting  people  in  Scotland 
when  she  travels  there  in  September. 
As  part  of  her  Rotary  scholarship,  she 
will  study  either  biology,  genetics  or 
biochemistry  at  the  University  of 
Edinburgh  and  speak  to  Scottish 
Rotary  clubs  about  her  experiences  in 
America. 

Upon  her  return  in  June,  1989,  she 
will  attend  the  Medical  University  of 
South  Carolina  at  Charleston.

Communications  leaders  join  in  PC's  annual 
Russell  Project  event  toward  media  literacy 


Media  symposium  focuses  on  politics 


Keyed  to  mounting  anticipation  of  South  Caro- 
lina's imminent  Republican  primary  and  the 
South's  Super  Tuesday,  the  second  annual 
-  Arnold  Symposium  on  "Politics  and  the  Media" 
produced  unusual  interest  on  the  Presbyterian  College 
campus. 

The  timing  in  late  February  proved  perfect. 
National  media  leaders  participated  in  the  three-day 
program,  press  coverage  increased  and  South  Carolina 
ETV  filmed  all  presentations  for  future  showing.  This  event 
followed  last  year's  "Ethics  and  the  Media"  symposium  as 
part  of  PC's  Russell  Project  in  media  literacy.  The  project, 
which  also  includes  an  interdepartmental  course  and  other 
activities,  is  endowed  through  a  $1  million  grant  from  the 
Russell  Foundation  of  Atlanta. 

Below  is  a  brief  review  of  the  five  major  events  of  this 
year's  Arnold  Symposium,  named  for  alumnus  Ernest 
Arnold  '36,  who  serves  as  director-trustee  of  the  Foundation. 

"Politics  and  the  Media" 

Media  responsibility  and  changes  in  political  reporting  over 
the  years  were  the  primary  topics  of  the  panel  discussion 
held  by  three  members  from  the  public  television  news 
show  "Washington  Week  in  Review." 

Jack  Nelson,  Washington  bureau  chief  for  the  Los 
Angeles  Times,  began  by  praising  the  Miami  Herald  for  its 
investigation  into  Gary  Hart's  relationship  with  Donna 
Rice.  Although  some  members  of  the  public  criticized  the 


paper  and  called  the  story  an  invasion  of  privacy.  Nelson 
said  public  officials  are  fair  game  for  such  scrutiny.  He 
added,  however,  that  reporters  disagree  on  how  far  they 
can  go  when  covering  a  politician:  "There  may  be  a  line 
drawn,  but  among  journalists  there  is  great  disagree- 
ment .  . .  Increased  competition  among  the  media  has 
caused  a  rise  in  investigative  reporting  in  recent  years. 
What  changes  is  what  society  will  tolerate." 

Ellen  Hume,  White  House  correspondent  for  the  Wall 
Street  Journal,  said  reporters  need  to  fill  a  void  which  the 
political  parties  have  created:  "The  two  parties  haven't 
taken  up  the  idea  of  issues  much,  so  the  press  has  had  to 
step  in."  She  pointed  out  that  politicians  have  become 
much  more  secretive  in  recent  years — closing  more  docu- 
ments to  the  public  than  ever  before  and  stepping  up  CIA 
covert  activities.  Such  actions  have  made  reporters'  jobs 
much  more  difficult  and  have  interfered  with  the  public's 
right  to  know. 

Newsweek  political  writer  Howard  Fineman,  entering 
into  the  spirited  discussion  of  almost  two  hours,  noted  that 
the  advent  of  television  has  changed  the  political  campaign 
process:  "Television  focuses  on  personalities,  and  what 
candidates  worry  about  is  how  to  get  their  message  across 
most  effectively  on  television." 


"Reporting  Politics" 

Bettina  Gregory,  ABC  News  political  correspondent,  pointed 
out  that  a  continual  struggle  exists  between  candidates  and 
reporters  in  determining  what  is  newsworthy:  "The  candi-

dates  and  their  people  want  the  candidate  to  be  seen  in  the 
most  favorable  light.  They  want  to  shape  the  way  we  report 
the  news." 

Political  figures  try  to  control  the  importance  of  a  story 
and  how  it  will  be  used  by  the  media  through  timing,  she 
added.  For  example,  if  a  public  figure  wanted  to  downplay 
a  particular  issue,  he  would  hold  a  news  conference  when 
the  morning  news  shows  are  over  or  after  a  particular 
reporter's  deadline  has  passed.  "The  timing — not  just  what 
is  said — but  how  it's  said  is  a  very  important  factor." 

Reporters  also  have  problems  with  sources  who  only 
give  information  with  the  understanding  that  it  will  not  be 
attributed  directly  to  them,  Ms.  Gregory  said.  As  a  result, 
writers  often  preface  their  remarks  with  "sources  say"  or  "it 
is  understood,"  which  takes  away  from  the  media's  credibility. 

She  noted  that  public  officials  seem  to  isolate  them- 
selves from  the  press  more  than  ever  before,  citing  Ronald 
Reagan  as  a  key  example.  "He  chooses  to  answer  questions 
only  when  he  sees  fit.  It  is  increasingly  difficult  for  us  as 
journalists  to  do  our  work." 

"Southern  Politics  and  the  Media" 

A  panel  of  political  experts  next  shared  their  views  on  the 
current  political  scene  with  focus  on  the  South.  Moderated 
by  PC  political  science  professor  Dr.  Dave  Gillespie, 
the  panel  consisted  of  ABC's  Bettina  Gregory;  Gerald 
Rafshoon,  Jimmy  Carter's  former  campaign  manager; 
Senator  Theo  Mitchell,  black  legislator  from  Greenville; 
and  Earl  Black,  political  science  professor  at  the  University 
of  South  Carolina. 
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Another  panel  of  the  three-day  program 

featured  Bettina  Gregory,  Gerald  Rafshoon, 

Theo  Mitchell  and  Earl  Black  on  Southern 

politics.

During  their  discussion,  the  panel  agreed  that  the  South 
has  played  an  increasingly  important  role  in  politics,  espe- 
cially during  the  current  presidential  election. 

"It's  the  South  that  will  most  likely  declare  the  two 
presidential  nominees,"  Ms.  Gregory  said. 

Rafshoon  commented  that  in  recent  years  the  South  has 
been  voting  Republican  in  presidential  elections,  with  the 
exception  of  Carter  in  1976.  "The  Democrats,  in  order  to 
capture  the  White  House,  will  have  to  recapture  the 
South." 

Black  said  in  recent  years  the  Republicans  have  put 
together  a  large  white  majority  to  win  the  presidency.  "The 
urban  middle  class  is  the  heart  and  soul  of  the  Republican 
party.  Democrats  have  relied  on  a  large  black  majority 
along  with  some  30  percent  of  the  white  vote." 

"How  Politicians  Use  the  Media" 

"People  don't  vote  on  issues  but  for  people  who  have 
values,  character  and  the  competence  to  hurdle  those  issues 
for  them."  Those  words  from  Gerald  Rafshoon,  the  expert 
who  helped  bring  Jimmy  Carter  to  national  attention, 
summarized  his  philosophy  about  what  professional  image 
makers  should  consider  when  working  with  a  candidate. 

Communicating  well,  he  said,  is  an  important  skill  for 
the  politician  in  selling  his  message  and  ideas  to  the  public. 


Rafshoon  estimated  that  a  successful  campaign  relies  90 
percent  on  the  candidate's  personality  and  10  percent  on 
technique.  He  stressed  that  professionals  should  never  try 
to  create  a  false  image  of  the  candidate,  but  rather  should 
endeavor  to  present  a  positive  image  developed  around  the 
candidate's  best  attributes  and  using  simple  techniques. 

Rafshoon  attributed  his  success  in  helping  get  Carter 
elected  president  to  being  able  "to  turn  the  peanut  farmer's 
liabilities  into  a  list  of  assets." 


"The  Future  of  Politics  and  the  Media" 

Peter  Tauber,  former  campaign  manager  and  speech  writer 
for  Gary  Hart,  presented  the  lighter  side  of  politics  during 
his  speech  which  ended  the  1988  Arnold  Symposium  activi- 
ties. Poking  fun  at  all  the  presidential  candidates,  Tauber 
mentioned  that  he  left  the  Hart  campaign  the  very  morning 
that  Donna  Rice  arrived. 

Tauber  departed  from  his  scheduled  remarks,  saying 
that  the  only  way  to  learn  about  the  future  is  to  discuss  the 
past:  "The  closer  we  study  our  recent  history,  the  more  we 
can  get  a  better  handle  on  the  future." 

He  also  noted  that  anyone  who  asks  for  power,  espe- 
cially political  power,  is  asking  to  be  put  under  intense 
public  scrutiny.  "It  is  the  job  of  the  press  and  other  media 
to  root  out  the  fraud  and  hypocrisy."

Grant  establishes  scholarship 
to  honor  President  Ken  Orr 

The  Kenneth  B.  Orr  Presidential  Scholarship 
has  been  established  with  an  anonymous 
gift  of  $150,000  to  honor  the  Presbyterian 
College  chief  executive. 

"Ken  has  done  an  outstanding  job  in 
guiding  the  college  since  he  became  presi- 
dent, and  1  want  to  recognize  his  service  in 
this  way,"  said  the  business  leader  who  pre- 
fers to  remain  unknown.  "Perhaps  my  gift 
to  endow  this  student  financial  aid  program 
will  encourage  support  from  others  who 
may  be  so  inclined." 

Under  provisions  of  the  Orr  Scholarship, 
awards  are  made  to  entering  freshmen  com- 
petitively "on  the  basis  of  leadership  quali- 
ties as  demonstrated  in  school,  church  and 
community  activities.  Candidates  will  be 
judged  on  the  basis  of  their  high  school 
records,  standardized  test  scores,  extracur- 
ricular activities  and  recommendations."  A 
cumulative  grade-point  ratio  of  at  least  2.25 
is  required  for  renewal. 

Since  assuming  the  presidency  of  PC  in 
mid-1979.  Dr.  Ken  Orr  has  led  this  school 
to  new  heights  of  overall  excellence  in  terms 
of  financial  stability,  academic  quality,  record 
enrollments  and  national  recognition.  The 
progress  includes  a  stronger  faculty,  im- 
proved facilities  and  endowment  that  has 
more  than  tripled  to  $21  million.

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Highest  spring  enrollment 

Presbyterian  College  posted  its  highest  spring 
semester  enrollment  ever  when  1,029  stu- 
dents registered  recently  for  the  second 
semester  of  the  1987-88  academic  year. 

The  1,029  total  marks  a  reduction  from 
the  record  1,077  students  who  enrolled  last 
fall.  The  lower  figure  is  attributed  to  normal 
attrition  from  students  completing  their  col- 
lege work  and  a  few  others  leaving  for  aca- 
demic or  personal  reasons. 

The  current  total  represents  a  slight 
increase  over  last  year's  spring  semester 
enrollment  of  997  students.  The  present 
student  body  is  composed  of  560  men  and 
469  women.  Boarding  students  number  832, . 
while  190  others  commute  to  campus. 

Scarborough's  book  cited 

His  reputation  as  an  authority  in  small 
business  management  received  another  boost 
in  March  when  Norman  M.  Scarborough's 
book  was  cited  again  in  the  cover  story  of 
Nation's  Business  magazine. 

The  PC  assistant  professor  of  business 
administration  is  the  primary  co-author  of 
Effective  Small  Business  Management,  a 
textbook  already  adopted  for  classroom  use 
by  some  150  colleges  and  universities  across 
the  country.  First  published  in  1984  by  the 
Charles  E.  Merrill  Co.,  its  second  edition 
was  brought  out  last  fall. 

The  Nation's  Business  article  on  "Moti- 
vating for  Success"  in  its  March  issue 
quoted  from  the  Scarborough  book  in 
defining  motivation.  The  magazine  also 
used  the  book  as  an  authoritative  source  for 
the  cover  story  of  last  July's  issue. 

Chemistry  article  by  Evans 

Another  article  by  Dr.  David  W.  Evans, 
assistant  professor  of  chemistry,  has  been 
published  in  one  of  the  leading  professional 
journals  of  his  field. 

The  initial  1988  issue  of  the  Journal  of 
Organic  Chemistry  carries  the  latest  Evans 
article  entitled  "Nitrile-Stabilized  Carban- 
ions.  Nucleophilic  Substitution  Reactions 
on  Bromopyridines."  It  reports  on  research 
that  laid  the  groundwork  for  making  ion- 
selective  complexing  agents.  These  agents 
may  find  specific  use  in  quantitative  analy- 
sis through  their  specific  selectivity  in  react- 
ing with  certain  compounds. 

An  earlier  article  by  Dr.  Evans  appeared 
in  last  October's  issue  of  Inorganic  Chem- 
istry. 

David  Evans  joined  the  PC  faculty  last 
August  after  earning  his  PhD  at  Louisiana 
State  University,  where  he  had  worked  as  a 
graduate  assistant  and  research  associate.

A  selected  member  of  the  prestigious 
three-month  program,  he  is  taking  courses 
at  Birbeck  College  of  the  University  of 
London  and  serving  an  internship  relating 
to  government. 

Six  other  Presbyterian  College  men  and 
women  also  study  abroad  during  the  spring 
semester,  stretching  their  work  across  the 
continents  from  the  Yucatan  to  Wales.  They 
participate  in  the  cooperative  program  with 
Central  College  (Iowa),  which  permits  en- 
rollment either  in  foreign  language  or  Eng- 
lish programs  offered  by  institutions  abroad. 

Three  of  these  students  also  attend  classes 
in  London.  They  are  Julie  Ann  Carroll,  a 


sophomore  English  major  from  Clarkston, 
Ga.;  Lee  Snitzer,  senior  English  major  from 
Atlanta;  and  Molly  Evans,  junior  special 
education  major  from  Orangeburg. 

Beth  Burnett  of  Greenville  studies  Eng- 
lish literature,  history  and  the  Welsh  lan- 
guage in  Wales.  An  English  major,  she 
attends  Trinity  College  in  the  rural  commu- 
nity of  Carmarthen. 

Emuel  Edward  Vassey  IV  of  Winslow, 
Maine,  attends  classes  in  Spain  this  semes- 
ter while  completing  requirements  for  his 
PC  degree.  A  junior,  he  is  a  biology  major 
preparing  for  veterinary  study. 

And  junior  Suzanne  Lee  Corley  of  Bris- 
tol, Va.,  takes  Spanish  and  Mexican  civili- 
zation courses  at  a  national  university  in 
Yucatan,  Mexico.  A  junior,  she  pursues 
majors  in  Spanish,  French  and  religion. 


Three  department  chairmanships  change  hands 


Under  the  policy  of  rotating  chairmanships, 
three  academic  departments  have  new  heads 
as  the  result  of  recent  trustee  approval  of 
recommendations  made  to  the  governing 
body.  Changes  will  become  effective  with 
the  start  of  the  1988-89  session  next  fall. 

Dr.  David  C.  Needham,  professor  of  his- 
tory who  has  served  on  the  PC  faculty  since 
1967,  will  succeed  Dr.  Ronald  D.  Burnside 
as  chairman  of  that  department.  Needham 
earned  his  PhD  at  the  University  of  Geor- 
gia. Now  in  his  25th  year,  Burnside  holds 
the  Marshall  W.  Brown  Professorship  and 
has  headed  this  area  since  1965. 

Assuming  the  leadership  of  the  depart- 
ment of  religion,  Greek  and  philosophy  will 
be  Dr.  George  W.  Ramsey,  a  20-year  vet- 
eran who  is  the  Kristen  Herrington  Profes- 
sor of  Bible.  A  regular  writer  for  church 
publications,  he  holds  the  PhD  degree  from 
Princeton  University.  Ramsey  succeeds  Dr. 
Lewis  S.  Hay  '55,  faculty  member  since 
1955  and  chairman  since  1972  who  carries 
the  distinction  of  the  Emma  Bailey  Cornel- 
son  &  the  Rev.  George  H.  Cornelson  DD 
Professor  of  Christian  Religion. 


Dr.  Thomas  P.  Weaver,  associate  profes- 
sor of  political  science  and  a  faculty  member 
here  since  1982,  will  take  over  as  chairman 
from  Dr.  J.  David  Gillespie.  Holder  of  a 
doctorate  from  the  University  of  Cincinnati, 
Weaver  has  published  as  an  authority  on 
Middle  East  affairs.  Gillespie  joined  the 
faculty  in  1979  and  became  chairman  when 
political  science  spun  off  from  history  into  a 
separate  department  in  1984. 

All  three  of  the  former  department 
heads  will  remain  on  the  faculty  after  rota- 
tion to  continue  their  classroom  teaching. 

The  trustee  action  also  approved  recom- 
mendations for  the  reappointment  of  two 
chairmen;  Dr.  Eugene  W.  Womble  in  the 
mathematics  department  and  Dr.  Constance 
Colwell  in  modern  foreign  languages. 
Womble,  the  Charles  A.  Dana  Professor  of 
Mathematics,  joined  the  PC  faculty  as 
chairman  in  1970  with  his  PhD  from  the 
University  of  Oklahoma.  Connie  Colwell, 
associate  professor  of  German  and  French 
now  in  her  11th  year  here,  holds  the  doc- 
toral degree  from  Cornell  University.  She 
assumed  departmental  leadership  in  1985. 
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Faculty  profile: 

Neal  Prater  likes  to  visit  the  sites 
of  English  writers  to  enhance  courses 


When  Dr.  Neal  Prater  first 
came  to  teach  English  at 
PC  in  1960,  he  had  only 
planned  to  stay  a  few  years. 

But  things  changed.  A  native  of 
St.  Louis,  he  soon  fell  in  love  with  the 
Southern  liberal  arts  college  and 
decided  to  make  CUnton  his 
permanent  home. 

"I  always  had  a  desire  to  learn 
more  about  the  South,"  Dr.  Prater 
said.  "When  I  went  to  Vanderbilt  to 
receive  my  master's  degree,  I  met  two 
PC  alums  in  the  English 
department — Bill  Toole  '56  and  Dr. 
Carter  Martin  '55 — who  told  me 
about  the  college.  So  I  applied  to 
teach  there  and  was  delighted  when  I 
got  accepted,  as  I  could  fulfill  my 
dreams  of  working  at  a  small  school 
while  learning  more  about  Southern 
living." 

Ever  since  his  early  days  at  PC,  Dr. 
Prater  has  remained  popular  with  the 
students.  His  strong  dedication  to  the 
college,  his  high  standards  and  dry 
sense  of  humor  have  kept  him  in  high 
regard  among  his  colleagues  as  well. 

Of  his  28-year  tenure,  the  veteran 
teacher  said: 

"To  stay  here,  I  think  it  takes 
someone  who  is  dedicated  to  working 
very  closely  with  young  people  on  an 
individual  basis  and  is  concerned  with 
Christian  values." 

According  to  a  fellow  professor, 
"Two  words  characterize  Neal; 
refinement  and  good  taste.  He's  also 
very  tolerant  and  will  bend  over 
backwards  to  work  with  you.  That 
probably  explains  why  he  has  always 
been  appointed  to  high  positions  as 
faculty  representative  to  various 
groups." 

Eight  years  after  arriving  here,  Neal 
Prater  took  over  as  English 
department  chairman — a  position  he 
still  holds.  Two  years  later,  in  1970, 


he  was  one  of  two  faculty  members  to 
be  named  a  Charles  A.  Dana 
Distinguished  Professor.  That 
appointment  carries  prestige  as  well  as 
an  attractive  salary  supplement.  Other 
honors  over  the  years  have  included 
the  Alumni  Association's 
Distinguished  Teaching  Award  and 
the  Distinguished  Service  Award  from 
the  board  of  visitors. 

Even  as  department  chairman.  Dr. 
Prater  continues  to  teach  some 
freshmen  in  introductory  composition 
and  literature.  For  the  upperclass 
courses,  he's  the  Shakespeare 
authority  and  also  handles  courses  in 
English  literature,  practical  literary 
criticism  and  Renaissance  poetry  and 
drama. 

To  enhance  his  material,  he  and 
wife  Marion  (who  heads  the  catalog 
department  at  PC's  Thomason 
Library)  frequently  travel  to  England 
to  visit  where  Enghsh  poets  and 
writers  lived  and  worked. 

He  has  spent  four  summers  in 
England  through  the  college's 
expanding  summer  grants  program 


for  faculty  enrichment.  On  three  of 
those  trips,  he  took  courses  at  Oxford 
University.  Another  time,  he  studied 
Shakespeare  and  17th  century  history 
at  Cambridge. 

The  photography  buff  in  Prater 
often  results  in  slide  shows  from  his 
travels,  designed  to  grab  the  interest 
of  his  students.  "It's  one  thing  for 
them  to  read  about  different  sites  in 
England,  but  it  reaUy  doesn't  mean 
much  to  them  unless  they  can  see  it," 
he  said. 

In  fact.  Dr.  Prater  is  always 
searching  for  new  ideas  to  keep 
students  interested  in  English — a  task 
which  is  not  as  easy  for  teachers  as  it 
used  to  be,  he  said.  He  blamed  the 
computer  age  for  part  of  that  problem. 

"Teaching  is  much  more  challenging 
these  days  than  it  once  was.  With  the 
advent  of  the  high-tech  society, 
students  are  not  as  oriented  toward 
books  and  language.  They  have 
trouble  visualizing  things  for 
themselves  because  they  are  used  to 
television  where  it  is  all  laid  out  for 
them.  They're  not  as  accustomed  to 
going  to  books  for  knowledge." 

Outside  the  classroom,  Neal  Prater 
devotes  much  of  his  time  to  All  Saints 
Episcopal  Church,  where  he  serves  as 
an  officer.  Besides  that,  he  naturally 
Ukes  to  read. 

"I  must  admit  I  Uke  a  good  British 
espionage  novel,"  he  said.  "Although, 
to  me,  Faulkner  still  is  the  greatest 
writer  of  all  time."

NAIA  adopts  "strictest  academic  standards"

'ithout  doubt,  it  was  the  NAIA's  most  sig- 
nificant meeting  because  of  the  stand  taken 
academic  standards.  In  this  watershed 
year,  the  Association  has  addressed  its  biggest  problem." 

These  words  from  President  Ken  Orr  express  his  enthu- 
siasm for  the  tightened  eligibility  requirements  passed  by 
the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  at  its 
annual  March  meeting.  He  had  been  a  leader  in  the  move- 
ment at  the  conference,  district  and  national  level  over  the 
past  two  years. 

Two  basic  requirements  are  at  the  heart  of  the  new 
minimum  academic  standards  adopted  by  the  NAIA  for 
participation  by  students  in  athletic  programs  of  its  500- 
member  colleges: 

1.  A  first-time  entering  freshman  must  meet  two  of 
three  entry  level  requirements: 

(a)  A  score  of  700  on  the  SAT  (or  15  on  ACT); 

(b)  An  overall  high  school  grade-point  average  of 
2.00  on  a  4,00  scale; 

(c)  Graduate  in  the  top  half  of  his/her  high  school 
graduating  class. 

2,  A  student-athlete  must  make  progress  toward  his/her 
degree  to  remain  eligible  for  athletic  participation. 
And  progress  is  spelled  out  in  the  following  scale  of 
accumulated  credit  hours: 

(a)  To  participate  in  the  second  season  in  a  sport, 
the  student  must  have  accumulated  24  semester 
hours; 

(b)  To  participate  in  the  third  season,  the  student 
must  have  accumulated  48  semester  hours  with 
at  least  a  total  cumulative  grade-point  average  of 
2.00; 

(c)  To  participate  in  the  fourth  season,  the  student 
must  have  accumulated  72  semester  hours — at 
least  48  of  which  must  be  in  the  "core"  general 
education  curriculum  or  the  major  field  of 
study — and  maintain  at  least  a  total  cumulative 
grade-point  average  of  2.00. 

(For  transfer  students,  work  at  the  previous  institu- 
tion is  figured  into  the  cumulative  totals  at  each 
level.) 

Any  freshman  not  meeting  at  least  two  of  the  three 
standards  stipulated  in  item  1  above  shall  be  denied  athletic 
participation  during  his/her  first  year  but  may  participate 
thereafter,  with  four  years  of  eligibility,  as  long  as  the  pro- 
visions of  item  2  are  met. 

The  effective  date  of  all  of  these  changes  will  be  the  fall 
semester,  1989.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  new 
degree-progress  rules  do  not  apply  to  athletes  currently 
enrolled  in  college  programs. 

"The  NAIA  now  has  the  strictest  academic  standards  of 
any  national  association  of  athletics,"  Dr.  Orr  said.  "Di- 
vision 1  of  the  NCAA,  for  example,  voted  out  the  normal 
progress  stipulation." 

This  factor  is  especially  important  to  the  National 
Association  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics  because  the  organi- 
zation of  widely  divergent,  primarily  small  colleges  some- 
times has  been  wrongfully  perceived  as  an  academic  "weak 
sister"  of  the  NCAA. 


Presbyterian  College  and  some  other  members  consis- 
tently have  maintained  higher  standards  of  eligibility.  Often 
in  the  past  this  has  meant  that  our  team  has  gone  against 
superior  physical  odds,  but  PC  maintained  a  winning 
record  on  coaching  excellence  and  the  vigor  of  its  players. 
President  Orr  added: 

"Now  we'll  all  play  on  a  more  level  field,  with  a  com- 
mon set  of  standards  for  everyone  to  live  by.  Even  more 
important,  the  new  rules  try  to  put  the  emphasis  where  it 
should  be — on  the  athlete  as  a  student  striving  to  graduate 
in  the  normal  four  years.  It  is  the  NAIA  intention  to  pub- 
lish the  percentage  of  athletes  at  each  college  who  do 
achieve  degrees  in  this  time." 

President  Orr  has  been  one  of  the  driving  forces  behind 
the  movement  to  strengthen  athletic  eligibility  require- 
ments. He  serves  on  the  Academic  Standards  Task  Force  of 
the  NAIA  and,  as  president  of  the  District  6  Council  of 
Presidents,  holds  membership  on  the  National  Council  of 
Presidents. 

In  the  developing  climate  for  action  in  the  recently  re- 
organized NAIA,  Jefferson  D.  Farris,  its  new  executive 
director,  also  has  been  a  strong  advocate.  He  spent  two 
months  preceding  the  Association's  decisive  meeting  as  a 
traveling  salesman  to  almost  every  one  of  the  32  regional 
districts  across  the  country — selling  the  message  to  combat 
growing  public  skepticism  about  academic  integrity  in 
sports. 

"Our  requirements  for  what  we  call  'progress  toward  a 
degree'  are  in  fact  revolutionary,  different  from  anything 
any  other  association  has,"  he  said.  "Essentially,  we'll  make 
it  just  about  impossible  to  play  four  years  without  being  at 
the  point  of  graduation." 


SAC-8  led  the  way 

Actually,  the  South  Atlantic  Conference  (SAC-8),  the 
football  league  of  Presbyterian  College  and  seven  nearby 
schools,  set  the  pace  in  1986  by  becoming  the  first  confer- 
ence in  the  NAIA  to  adopt  tighter  academic  standards 
for  athletes.  Like  the  new  NAIA  rules,  they  spelled  out 
minimum  entrance  requirements  and  a  scale  for  normal 
progress  toward  a  degree. 

College  presidents  also  took  the  lead  in  this  SAC-8  deci- 
sion, despite  arguments  that  it  could  prove  unfair  to  minor- 
ity students  who  traditionally  score  lower  on  standard  tests. 
Dr.  Orr  spoke  for  the  group  in  these  words: 

"Some  people  assume  that  tougher  standards  will  arbi- 
trarily rule  out  minority  students,  but  I  don't  see  it  that 
way.  I  think  the  message  will  get  down  to  the  secondary 
schools  in  a  hurry.  I  see  these  kids  performing  exceedingly 
well  when  challenged  by  complicated  defenses  in  sports. 
They  have  the  mental  ability  and  agility  to  do  it.  The  real 
issue  is,  we  want  each  kid  to  get  a  degree.  We  don't  want  the 
school  to  utilize  his  talent  without  bringing  him  to  the  point 
of  graduation." 

He  pointed  out  that  a  recent  15-year  survey  indicated 
that  of  200  football  players  who  competed  for  four  years  at 
Presbyterian  College,  all  but  three  had  earned  their  degrees.

A  forfeit  by  Allen  University,  then  a 
later  win  over  that  same  school  boosted  the 
record  to  3  wins  and  7  defeats  by  the  last 
week  in  March. 

Although  the  baseball  squad  under  Coach 
Tim  Corbin  suffers  from  inexperience  and 
lack  of  depth,  it  has  demonstrated  ability  to 
hit  the  ball.  Freshman  Darrin  McGlamry 
leads  the  batters  with  a  .400  average,  while 
pitchers  Mike  Green  and  John  Gentry  each 
has  credit  for  a  victory  on  the  mound. 

Athletic  Director  Cally  Gault  is  in  the 
process  of  developing  a  new  baseball  field 
on  the  back  campus,  but  it  will  not  be  ready 
for  any  play  this  spring.

Cally  Gault  tapped  for  induction 
into  S.  C.  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame 


Cally  Gault  joms  the  South  Carolina  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  this  spring. 

Now  continuing  as  athletic  director  after 
22  years  as  head  football  coach,  he  was 
chosen  earlier  this  year  by  a  special  commit- 
tee for  one  of  the  top  honors  the  state  be- 
stows upon  its  sports  figures.  He  will  be  the 
seventh  Presbyterian  College  sportsman  hon- 
ored in  this  fashion. 

A  1948  graduate,  Gault  compiled  an 
impressive  88-13-7  record  at  North  Augusta 
High  School  before  returning  to  his  alma 
mater  in  1963  as  head  football  coach  and 
athletic  director.  Then  followed  a  successful 
gridiron  tenure  that  saw  his  Blue  Hose 
teams  win  127  games  while  losing  102  and 
tying  8  against  strong  competition. 

That  record,  the  best  of  any  PC  football 
coach,  brought  Cally  recognition  on  five 
occasions  as  South  Carolina  "coach  of  the 
year"  and  reached  its  peak  when  his  1979 
team  advanced  to  the  national  semi-finals  in 


the  NAIA  playoffs. 

Since  retiring  from  football  after  his  1984 
season,  Cally  Gault  has  continued  to  func- 
tion as  athletic  director  of  the  PC  program 
that  now  includes  seven  varsity  sports  for 
men  and  three  for  women. 

The  names  of  five  other  Blue  Hose  vet- 
erans already  are  listed  in  the  S.  C.  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame.  When  the  selection  process 
began  some  years  ago,  the  first  group 
included  Walter  A.  Johnson,  who  served 
PC  for  43  years  as  coach  and  athletic  direc- 
tor. His  assistant  and  successor,  Lonnie  S. 
McMillian  '21,  was  inducted  shortly  there- 
after. And  four  alumni  later  were  tapped  to 
join  the  group:  Clarence  (Chick)  Galloway 
'19,  former  shortstop  with  the  old  Philadel- 
phia Athletics  of  the  American  League;  Lou 
Brissie  '45,  former  pitcher  with  the  Athletics 
and  the  Boston  Red  Sox;  Herb  Rollins  '47, 
of  Lake  City  High;  and  Bob  Waters  '60, 
Western  Carolina  University  head  coach. 
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Activity  accelerates  in  expanded 
department  that  trains  students 
for  engineering,  too,  and  services 
various  computer  needs  of  campus 


Physics  and  computer  science 
make  congenial  combination 


Where  once  only  a  few  students  pursued  the 
rigorous  physics  major,  there's  considerably 
more  action  now  in  PC's  expanded  depart- 
ment of  physics  and  computer  science. 
To  the  pure  physics  major,  this  department  added  some 
years  ago  its  effective  dual-degree  in  engineering.  More 
recently,  the  developing  curriculum  for  a  computer  science 
minor  became  another  departmental  responsibility.  And 
those  computers  have  added  some  other  dimensions  of 
responsibility  as  the  department  endeavors  to  operate  a 
center  to  service  many  of  the  expanding  computer  needs  of 
the  entire  campus. 

So  activity  accelerates  on  the  first  floor  of  Richardson 
Science  Hall  that  physics  calls  home. 

Getting  specific,  the  department  of  physics  and  com- 
puter science,  under  Chairman  William  W.  Yarborough, 
Jr.,  has  three  primary  objectives. 

1.  The  basic  one  is  to  offer  a  sound  major  for  those 
students  who  will  pursue  physics  as  a  career  or  who  plan  to 
continue  study  at  the  graduate  level.  This  program  calls  for 
30  semester  hours  of  physics,  plus  supporting  courses  in 
mathematics  and  computer  science.  As  with  all  other  disci- 
plines here,  it  functions  in  a  liberal  arts  environment  built 
around  the  broad  scope  of  general  education  requirements. 

In  addition,  the  eight-hour  course  in  general  physics 
sometimes  is  used  by  non-majors  to  satisfy  the  general  edu- 
cation requirement  for  a  lab  science. 

2.  The  second  objective  is  to  provide  the  first  three 
years  of  training  in  PC's  engineering  dual-degree  program 
offered  in  cooperation  with  Auburn,  Clemson  and  Vander- 
bilt  universities.  This  program  begins  with  three  years  of 
course  work  at  Presbyterian  College  as  a  physics  major — 
earning  a  minimum  92  semester  hours,  including  all  general 
education  requirements.  Then  follows  two  years  of  univer- 
sity study  in  the  area  of  engineering  which  interests  the 
student.  Upon  satisfactory  completion  of  the  total  pro- 
gram, two  bachelor's  degrees  are  awarded:  the  BS  in  phys- 
ics from  Presbyterian  and  the  appropriate  engineering 
degree  from  Auburn,  Clemson  or  Vanderbilt. 

"It's  a  fine  program,"  Dr.  Yarborough  said.  "Our  suc- 
cess rate  is  impressive.  We  have  been  sending  students  to 
the  universities  for  14  years  now,  and  all  have  finished  the 
engineering  end  of  the  program  in  the  allotted  two  years. 
What's  more,  I  have  observed  that  students  who  leave  PC 
with  'B'  averages  invariably  make  'A's'  at  Auburn,  Clemson 
and  Vanderbilt.  Others  that  go  from  here  with  'C  averages 
wind  up  with  'B's'." 

Electrical  engineering  is  the  most  popular  choice  of  the 
PC  students,  since  it  relates  more  closely  to  their  physics 


background.  But  some  do  earn  degrees  in  civil  and  mechan- 
ical engineering. 

Yarborough  pointed  out  that  not  all  candidates  who 
enter  the  PC  portion  of  the  engineering  dual-degree  pro- 
gram can  handle  the  rigorous  work.  And  he  added: 

"But  the  point  I  make  to  interested  students  is  that,  if 
they  succeed  at  PC,  they  can  get  an  engineering  degree — on 
time  within  the  total  five-year  period." 

He  especially  likes  the  flexibility  of  the  program.  A  stu- 
dent can  go  through  the  third  year  and  be  right  on  track  for 
a  degree  in  physics  or  math  should  he/she  decide  to  remain 
at  PC.  And  for  those  who  continue  the  engineering  route, 
the  choice  of  universities  does  not  have  to  be  made  until 
early  in  the  third  year. 

3.  The  third  departmental  objective  provides  for  a 
minor  in  computer  science.  Whereas  Presbyterian  has  the 
course  work  equivalent  to  what  some  other  small  colleges 
call  a  major  in  this  field,  the  department  prefers  to  classify 
its  program  as  a  strong  minor. 

The  minor  requires  18  hours  (six  courses)  from  among 
the  37  semester  hours  of  computer  science  course  work  now 
available  here.  Two  specified  courses  in  the  upper-level  are 
especially  demanding  to  ensure  a  program  of  real  merit 
rather  than  simply  the  general  interest  type. 

Actually,  there  are  three  objectives  within  the  computer 
science  area: 

(a)  A  strong  minor  for  the  math-science  oriented 
students;

(b)  An  equally  strong  minor  directed  toward 
business-oriented  students; 

(c)  And  less  well-defined,  a  departmental  effort 
to  provide  some  computer  science  instruction 
and  experience  for  every  student  who  wants  to 
achieve  more  limited  capability  in  the  field — 
perhaps  with  only  one  or  two  courses. 

Over  the  past  five  years,  the  department  has  averaged 
graduating  three  or  four  physics  majors  each  year,  with 
another  three-student  average  going  annually  into  the  engi- 
neering dual-degree  program  and  later  obtaining  their  PC 
degree  with  physics  major.  Approximately  15  students  a 
year  pursue  the  computer  science  minor. 

While  not  overwhelming,  these  figures  indicate  a  viable 
program  that  is  producing  results.  And  the  student  load 
increases  sharply  when  other  computer  demands  are  con- 
sidered. For  example,  the  last  two  semesters  have  been 
over-enrolled  in  the  introductory  micro-computer  course — 
mainly  by  students  who  seek  only  one  or  two  courses  in  the 
field. 

"This  area  is  harder  to  measure,"  Bill  Yarborough  said, 
"because  these  students  are  not  in  the  minor  track.  I  have 
one  section  composed  primarily  of  humanities  students. 
That's  most  gratifying.  We  are  getting  majors  from  the 
English  department,  political  science  and  history  who  want 
to  learn  word-processing.  I  have  a  music  major  who  dis- 
covered yesterday  that  he  can  compose  on  the  Macintosh 
micro-computer,  and  art  students  do  graphics  and  design

on  these  units." 

There's  another  whole  area  beyond  the  formal  instruc- 
tion that  has  the  department  offering  numerous  services 
through  its  computer  center.  More  about  that  later. 

Because  of  the  expanded  responsibilities,  the  depart- 
ment faculty  has  grown  to  four  during  the  past  decade. 
They  bring  to  the  discipline  scholarship,  training  and 
ability  as  classroom  teachers. 

Bill  Yarborough  joined  the  PC  faculty  in  1974  with  his 
brand  new  PhD  in  plasma  physics  from  Vanderbilt  Univer- 
sity. He  had  research  and  teaching  fellowships  there  and 
also  worked  part-time  as  a  computer  programmer  with 
Werthan  Industries.  Six  years  later,  the  college  reinstated 
physics  as  a  separate  department — after  it  had  been  com- 
bined with  mathematics  throughout  the  previous  decade — 
and  Yarborough  was  named  chairman  of  the  two-man 
department.  He  has  just  been  promoted  to  the  rank  of  full 
professor. 

The  engineering  dual-degree  program  had  recently 
been  inaugurated  when  he  arrived,  and  the 
computer  science  offerings  became  a  minor  in 
1981.  For  his  work  in  strengthening  the  overall 
program  of  his  operation.  Dr.  Yarborough  received  one  of 
the  distinguished  service  citations  awarded  by  the  board  of 
visitors  in  1983. 

While  highly  trained  as  a  physicist,  Yarborough  must 
utilize  his  computer  expertise  to  help  handle  the  teaching 
load  in  this  area.  He  often  swings  more  than  50  percent  in 
that  direction.  As  he  put  it: 

"My  approach  as  chairman  has  been  to  put  the  other 
professors  where  they  best  fit,  and  then  I  fill  in  the  gaps.  I 
have  felt  very  comfortable  with  this  arrangement,  even 
though  it  means  I've  taught  a  wide  variety  of  courses.  Year 
before  last,  for  example,  my  teaching  assignments  consisted 
of  one  math  course,  one  engineering-oriented  course,  a 
physics  class,  one  in  computer  science  and  another  in  earth 
science." 

Right  now,  he's  concentrating  on  the  introductory 
micro-computer  courses  as  well  as  one  upper-level  physics 
course.  The  pattern  calls  for  all  three  of  the  physicists  now 
in  the  department  to  teach  one  or  more  of  the  upper-level 
classes. 

The  one  most  heavily  engaged  in  field  is  Richard  G. 
Rolfes,  recently  promoted  to  associate  professor  of  physics, 
who  came  to  PC  in  1983  from  the  University  of  Kentucky 
staff.  He  had  been  a  research  associate  there  since  1979,

doing  post-doctoral  work  in  experimental  atomic  colli- 
sions, and  he  returns  to  that  research  team  every  summer 
for  continued  sophisticated  work  that  often  results  in  a 
published  paper.  Rick  Rolfes  earned  his  physics  PhD  at  the 
University  of  Cincinnati  after  an  MS  from  Vanderbilt. 

"We  are  fortunate  to  have  such  a  topnotch  teacher  who 
can  remain  actively  involved  in  real  research  in  a  fully  pro- 
fessional research  lab,"  Yarborough  said.  "Rick  teaches 
almost  full-time  in  physics,  except  for  the  computer  science 
course  in  Fortran  Programming  one  semester." 

The  most  recent  physicist  to  join  the  staff  is  Jonathan  T. 
Bell,  who  arrived  in  1985  after  two  years  on  the  Union 
College  (N.Y.)  faculty.  Holder  of  the  PhD  earned  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  he  also  shares  his  time  between 
physics  and  computer  science  on  a  50-50  basis.  Because 
much  of  his  doctoral  research  was  computer-oriented,  Jon 
Bell  has  become  PC's  computer  science  authority  in  the 
theoretical  area  of  this  field.  He  teaches  such  courses  as 
data  structures,  numerical  methods  and  computer  architec- 
ture in  addition  to  handling  some  of  the  intermediate  and 
upper-level  physics  classes. 

The  veteran  of  the  teaching  corps  is  William  S.  Cannon, 
whose  Presbyterian  College  career  dates  back  to  1957.  An 
associate  professor,  he  teaches  full-time  in  the  computer 
science  area  as  the  applications  authority  dealing  primarily 
with  programming,  business  systems  and  other  courses 
oriented  mainly  toward  the  business  computer  courses.  Bill 
Cannon  brings  to  his  work  special  insights  in  business 
computing  as  the  result  of  experience  on  the  administrative 
side.  After  all,  he  led  the  college  into  computer  operations 
back  in  the  days  when  PC  utilized  the  Clinton  Mills  facility, 
and  he  helped  direct  the  early  installations  on  campus.  A 
Phi  Beta  Kappa  Wofford  College  graduate  with  master's 
degree  from  the  University  of  Florida,  Cannon  taught 
mathematics  for  many  years  prior  to  his  present  position. 

In  assessing  the  strengths  of  his  department.  Bill  Yar- 
borough is  quick  to  point  first  to  these  men,  "the 
really  sharp,  topnotch  people"  who  comprise  the 
faculty,  as  the  greatest  asset. 
He  also  rates  the  facilities  as  excellent.  The  physics  and 
computer  science  department  became  the  sole  resident  of 
Richardson  Hall's  first  floor  last  fall  when  mathematics 
moved  to  the  newly  renovated  Jacobs  Building.  There's 
now  ample  space  for  classrooms,  laboratories,  storage  and 
offices. 

There  are  no  exotic  instruments  or  large  pieces  of 
equipment  in  the  physics  laboratories,  but  the  chairman 
feels  this  area  is  adequately  equipped  for  the  undergraduate 
courses  being  taught. 

"To  understand  the  physical  principles  of  physics,"  he 


said,  "you  don't  need  sophisticated  equipment  to  the  same 
degree  as  some  other  sciences  where  accurate  measure- 
ments are  necessary.  Actually,  the  less  expensive  piece  of 
equipment  is  better  if  the  purpose  is  to  tear  it  apart.  In 
spectrophotometry,  for  example,  we  want  to  find  out  how 
the  spectrophotometer  works .  . .  understand  the  optics  and 
electronics  of  the  instrument ...  so  we  don't  necessarily 
want  a  high-class  instrument.  We  want  something  we  can 
tear  apart  and  put  back  together,  tear  apart  and  put  back 
together,  again  and  again,  to  understand  the  principle  of 
the  thing.  It  will  continue  to  work  as  a  teaching  tool  but  not 
as  accurately  for  research." 

On  the  computer  side  of  the  department,  the  college 
computer  center  in  Richardson  houses  a  Prime  2755 — 
which  is  used  in  courses  and  for  research — and  also  a  rather

Each  monthly  planning  session  begins  with  anticipation 
over  the  next  exotic  menu  to  be  served  up  by  Bill  Cannon, 
whose  demands  as  an  associate  professor  in  the  classroom 
are  matched  in  the  kitchen  by  his  enthusiasm  for  taking 
food  preparation  to  an  art  form.  While  the  dinner  meetings 
alternate  among  the  homes  of  the  four  teachers,  Cannon  is 
always  the  chef. 

"Not  many  departments  anywhere  look  forward  to 
monthly  meetings  the  way  we  do,"  said  Chairman  Bill  Yar- 
borough. "Bill  Cannon's  menus  make  the  difference.  They 
really  can  be  classified  as  exciting." 

For  example,  here's  a  typical  bill  of  fare  scheduled  for 
the  April  session:  fish  dip,  smoked  oysters,  herring,  vegeta- 
ble soup,  char  broiled  pork  chops  Creole,  Spanish  rice, 
broccoli  with  hollandaise  sauce,  yellow  corn  niblets  with 
pepper  chips,  red  wine — plus  bread,  beverage  and  dessert. 

Presumably,  somewhere  between  the  fish  dip  and  the 
yellow  corn  niblets  the  department  of  physics  and  computer 
science  will  make  its  plans  for  the  weeks  ahead. 
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well-equipped  micro-computer  laboratory  with  Apple  II 
and  Macintosh  instruments.  Even  so  and  despite  the 
remarkable  progress  of  recent  years,  accelerating  demands 
are  beginning  to  stress  the  system. 

Yarborough  pointed  out  that  the  staff  already  is 
stretched  into  overload  hours,  and  more  computers  are 
needed  to  handle  the  campus-wide  requests.  He  added: 

"Actually,  we've  progressed  very  well,  when  you  con- 
sider that  in  the  last  2'/2  years  we  have  gone  from  no  micro- 
computers in  the  facility  to  an  operation  that  is  now  quite 
respectable.  Right  now,  our  computer  center  has  16  Apple 
II  units  on  one  side  and  10  Macintosh  computers  on  the 
other  side  of  this  lab.  But  we  could  readily  use  another  10 
Macintoshes,  and  I'm  in  hopes  these  can  be  added  next 
year." 

Obviously,  the  facility  is  well-utilized  by  students  talcing 
the  computer  courses.  Beyond  this  work  within  the  formal 
curriculum,  increasing  pressure  comes  from  the  use  of  the 
computer  center  as  a  campus  service:  to  individual  stu- 
dents, faculty  and  staff,  and  to  other  departments  and 
organizations. 

"It  has  been  my  personal  goal  for  the  computer  facility 
to  be  available  to  anyone  at  any  time,"  Chairman  Yar- 
borough explained.  "Other  departments  and  some  individ- 
uals have  their  own  micro-computers,  but  we  can  supply 
things  down  here  that  you  just  can't  provide  machine  by 
machine  as  far  as  software  and  printing  are  concerned. 
There's  ample  software  available  that  can  do  just  about 
anything  you  can  imagine." 

The  center  now  remains  open  until  11:00  p.m.  daily 
except  for  weekend  nights  and  Sunday  morning.  More  and 
more  students  who  have  never  taken  a  PC  computer  course 
are  dropping  in  to  use  it,  and  departments  have  their  special 
programs. 

For  example,  the  department  of  modern  foreign  lan- 
guages has  French  tutorials  on  the  Apple  II,  and  these  discs 
are  kept  in  the  center  for  students  to  use  them  at  their 
convenience.  The  English  department  last  summer  taught 
its  courses  in  the  micro-computer  lab  using  the  computer 
for  writing  exercises.  Psychology  and  sociology  also  have 
programs. 


In  the  growing  realm  of  desktop  publishing,  the  Macin- 
tosh computers  come  through  with  programs  for  the  PC 
Choir,  manuals  for  the  biology  lab,  flyers  for  the  tennis 
team  and  any  number  of  posters  for  various  departments. 
And  the  Garnet  &  Blue  student  magazine  is  produced  com- 
pletely in  the  computer  center. 

Bill  Cannon  presides  over  the  computer  center  with  spe- 
cial care.  He  trains  and  gives  oversight  to  a  student  man- 
ager who  helps  to  run  both  the  micro-computer  lab  and  the 
Prime  facility. 

"Bill  is  a  good  teacher  and  demanding  supervisor," 
Chairman  Yarborough  said.  "As  a  result,  student  managers 
gain  valuable  experience  that  give  them  a  head  start  after 
graduation.  The  task  includes  running  three  different  types 
of  micro-computers,  answering  questions  about  five  pro- 
gramming languages  and  managing  a  half-dozen  or  more 
student  assistants.  Every  student  manager  has  gone  on  to 
graduate  school  or  moved  directly  into  substantial  posi- 
tions of  middle-level  responsibility." 

With  all  of  this  activity  revolving  around  his 
old  department,  how  the  late  Dr.  Neill  G. 
Whitelaw  would  marvel  at  the  change!  He 
served  as  a  one-man  physics  department 
during  his  32  years  (1935-67)  on  the  faculty  here  and 
created  an  unusual  tradition  of  Presbyterian  College  excel- 
lence in  physics.  Though  few  in  number,  his  graduates  went 
on  to  distinguished  careers:  some  earning  PhD's  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  his  alma  mater  . . .  one  serving  as 
chief  scientific  consultant  at  Mid- West  Arsenal . . .  another 
as  projects  engineer  on  the  Gemini  moon  rocket  project  for 
Aero-Jet  General . . .  one  a  tracker  of  Russian  satellites . . . 
others  in  aero-space  development  or  college  teaching.  It's  a 
notable  list. 

Today,  the  more  comprehensive  department  of  physics 
and  computer  science  works  to  sustain  that  tradition  and 
can  point  to  numerous  young  graduates  who  are  achieving 
stature  in  their  careers.  And  nowhere  is  the  promise 
brighter  than  in  the  Class  of  '87,  whose  physics-oriented 
alumni  gained  fellowships  for  post-graduate  study  in 
nuclear  engineering,  robotics  and  aerospace  engineering.

Ann  E.  Hatton  Lewis  72  of  Atlanta  can  look  back 
.  on  a  full  career  as  writer,  editor  and  publisher. 
She  had  a  special  talent  for  establishing  pubhcations 
that  drew  good  response. 

During  earlier  years  in  Whitmire,  S.  C,  she  was  a 
"country  correspondent"  and  feature  writer  for  daily 
newspapers  of  the  state  and  editor-publisher  of  that 
town's  local  weekly  for  three  years.  She  moved  to 
Atlanta  in  1952,  following  her  late  husband  (banker 
William  W.  Lewis  74)  who  had  joined  Courts  &  Co. 
there.  Within  a  few  years,  while  also  being  mother  to 
five  children,  she  was  in  the  writing  business  again. 
When  she  saw  the  need  in  1957  of  a  publication  about 
Georgia  utilizing  the  talents  of  Georgia  writers,  she 
founded  Georgia  Magazine.  Its  circulation  reached  to 
every  state  and  1 1  foreign  countries  during  14  years, 
and  Mrs.  Lewis  followed  that  magazine  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  Georgia  Life.  She  published  the  latter  for 
six  years,  until  closing  out  that  enterprise  in  1980  at 
age  76. 
In  recognition  of  her  achievements,  Ann  Hatton 


Lewis  made  the  biographical  listings  in  Who 's  Who  of 
American  Women  and  has  been  the  recipient  of  many 
awards.  These  include:  a  citation  for  distinguished  ser- 
vice from  the  Georgia  Society  of  Historical  Research 
in  1958,  the  Aurelia  Austen  Award  as  "writer  of  the 
year"  from  the  Atlanta  Writers  Club  in  1962,  the 
Atlanta  "woman  of  the  year  in  business"  award  in  1962 
and  the  1967  "literary  achievement  award  for  a  maga- 
zine" from  the  Georgia  Writers  Association.

"Every  once  in  a  while  a  special  person  comes  into 
our  lives.  This  special  person  possesses  a  gift — the  abil- 
ity to  see  and  feel  the  good  and  beautiful  parts  of  life. 
She  recognizes  and  cherishes  her  gift  but  does  not  keep 
it  in  some  secret  place.  She  writes,  she  edits,  she  pub- 
lishes, summoning  strength,  courage  and  determina- 
tion. Hers  is  a  labor  of  love.  It  is  the  gift  of  Ann  E. 
Lewis  to  all  of  us."

Military  historian  Charles  B.  MacDonald  '42,  during  three  days  on 
campus  in  January,  gave  two  addresses  on  his  field  of  expertise  and 
attended  the  annual  Military  Ball  as  guest  of  honor. 

A  recognized  authority  on  World  War  H  action  in  Europe,  he  spoke  to 
a  large  group  of  assembled  students  and  visitors  on  the  Battle  of  the  Bulge 
and  later  talked  with  members  of  the  ROTC  unit  on  the  Battle  of  Huertgen 
Forest. 

MacDonald  received  his  PC  degree  in  1942,  fought  as  an  infantry 
officer  in  World  War  II  and  became  deputy  chief  historian  of  the  Army. 
During  his  3 1 -year  career  in  this  latter  work,  he  produced  three  of  the 
Army's  official  histories  and  also  wrote  a  number  of  other  books  on 
wartime  action.

With  these  words,  Bryson  Rousey  '67  sums  up  his 
enthusiasm  for  his  work  as  medical  laboratory  director 
with  the  Indian  Health  Service  in  Whiteriver,  Ariz. 
(Box  1564).  He  has  been  with  this  branch  of  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service  for  the  past  18  years— working 
first  with  the  Navajo  and  Papago  tribes  and  now,  since 
1977,  with  the  White  Mountain  Apache  Tribe  on  the 
Fort  Apache  Reservation  that  has  a  population  of 
10,000. 

"The  reservation  is  100  miles  by  75  miles  and  ranges 
in  elevation  from  2,500  feet  in  the  desert  to  the  10,000- 
foot  High  Alpine  mountain,"  he  said.  "The  environ- 
ment is  magnificent — a  wilderness  paradise  that 
includes  desert  canyons,  mountain  lakes,  trout  streams 
and  many  other  features  of  rugged  beauty." 

Bryson  finds  himself  in  one  of  the  more  progressive 
Indian  Health  Service  units  at  a  hospital  that  is  mod- 
ern, well-staffed  and  well-equipped.  It  is  a  comprehen- 
sive health  care  facility  where  all  medical  services, 
laboratory,  pharmacy,  physical  therapy  and  support 
services  such  as  alcohol  treatment,  social  services  and 


child  abuse  are  in  one  complex.  It  leads  to  an  inte- 
grated approach  to  working  with  health  problems.  He 
said: 

"The  World  Health  Organization  and  Johns  Hop- 
kins Hospital  have  a  research  project  at  our  facility 
and  our  laboratory  has  worked  closely  with  them  on 
various  projects  such  as  oral  rehydration  therapy  for 
treating  dehydration  from  bacterial  diarrhea.  This  dis- 
ease is  a  leading  cause  of  pediatric  death  in  Third 
World  countries.  Another  major  research  effort  here 
was  development  of  immunization  for  haemophilus 
influenzae  meningitis." 

Bryson  Rousey  came  to  Presbyterian  College  from 
Jacksonville,  Fla.,  to  earn  his  BS  degree  with  honors  in 
chemistry  in  1967,  then  traveled  west  for  VISTA 
volunteer  service  among  the  Indian  tribes.

James  Bland  Quantz  knows  about, 
it's  how  to  crack  a  pecan — quickly, 
neatly,  and  effectively. 

Although  he  considers  himself  "just  a 
tinkerer,"  this  1962  Presbyterian  Col- 
lege graduate  is  the  proud  inventor  of 
the  Quantz  Rotary  Nutcracker  which 
has  helped  revolutionize  the  pecan 
industry.  It  also  has  propelled  him  into 
a  new  career  built  around  marketing  his 
widely  accepted  machine  and  retailing 
the  products  of  his  own  pecan  stores. 

The  550-pound  machine,  initially  in- 
vented in  his  Columbia  home  garage, 
can  crack  1,000  fresh  pecans  per  min- 
ute. At  55  pecans  to  the  pound,  the 
Quantz  cracker  will  crack  100  pounds 
in  six  minutes.  It  produces  pecan  meat 
half  yields  of  80  to  85  percent. 

If  these  figures  mean  little  to  the 
average  citizen,  they  stir  considerable 
excitement  among  pecan  professionals. 
For,  the  Meyer  cracker — for  many 
years  the  standard  pecan  processing 
instrument — is  slower  and  produces 
just  60  percent  half  yields  among  nuts 
cracked.  And  maintaining  intact  the 
two  meat  halves  of  each  pecan  is  what 
the  ideal  technique  of  nut  processing  is 
all  about. 

Quantz  estimated  that  about  100  of 
his  machines  are  in  use  throughout  the 
country,  shelling  approximately  100 
million  pounds  of  pecans  per  year.  He 
added: 

"We  shell  over  two-thirds  of  the 
commercial  pecans  in  the  country.  This 
equipment  is  now  in  shelling  plants  all 
over  the  country — as  far  away  as  New 
Mexico." 

Not  only  is  the  Quantz  Rotary  Nut- 
cracker used  to  crack  nuts,  but  it  is  the 
big  drawing  card  in  each  of  Quantz's 
Pecan  Factory  stores  that  Bland  has 
opened  to  market  pecan  products.  These 
outlets  are  located  in  Columbia,  Myrtle 
Beach,  S.  C,  Williamsburg,  Va.,  and 
Woodbridge,  Va.,  on  the  outskirts  of 
Washington. 

Attracted  by  the  machine's  crackly 
popping  noise,  families  often  stop  in 
front  of  Quantz's  stores  to  watch  his 
pecan  cracker  in  action.  Once  there, 
they  usually  make  their  way  inside  to 
gaze  at  the  fresh  pecan  baked  goods, 
homemade  fudge,  caramel  popcorn, 
creamy  ice  cream  and  other  pecan- 
flavored  treats. 

"Daddies  like  to  see  the  machine  run; 
mamas  like  the  pecans;  and  we  put  the 
other  stuff  in  here  for  the  kids,"  he  said. 
Formerly  a  real  estate  broker  and 
developer  in  Columbia,  Quantz  grew 
up  cracking  pecans  from  his  mother's 
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Bland  Quantz  now  markets  his 
own  invention  that  helps  to 
revolutionize  pecan  industry

orchard  in  Sumter  County.  As  the  PC 
business  administration  major  tells  it, 
one  Christmas  nearly  20  years  ago,  he 
was  cracking  pecans  for  a  fruitcake  and 
wished  he  knew  of  a  way  to  make  the 
chore  easier  and  faster.  This  incident 
sparked  his  desire  to  design  the  perfect 
cracker. 

Then  followed  nearly  15  years  of  fid- 
dling with  an  odd-looking  contraption 
in  the  two-car  garage  of  his  suburban 
Columbia  home.  The  result;  the  Quantz 
Rotary  Nutcracker,  which  quickly 
grabbed  the  attention  of  an  industry 
that  for  50  years  had  not  seen  a  signifi- 
cant change  in  the  way  it  had  cracked  a 
nut. 

Since  the  first  patent  was  issued  in 
1978,  four  other  patents  have  been 
added.  Eight  years  ago.  Bland  Quantz 
organized  a  company  known  as  Machine 
Design  Inc.  to  market  his  Quantz  Rotary 
Nutcracker,  and  it  now  has  55  em- 
ployees. He  serves  as  president. 

When  analyzing  the  machine,  pecan 
processors  compliment  the  Quantz 
cracker's  speed,  low  maintenance  and 
ability  to  leave  a  higher  percentage  of 
pecan  halves  intact  as  three  attributes 
that  merit  special  consideration  in  the 
decision  on  which  kind  of  cracker  to 
buy. 

Another  advantage  is  that  it  virtually 
eliminates  the  need  for  expensive  equip- 
ment used  with  other  machines  in  the 
age-old  process  of  soaking  pecans  be- 
fore cracking  to  soften  the  shell. 

The  elimination  of  pre-soaking  also 
prevents  the  slight  discoloration  of 
meat  halves  from  moisture,  which  low- 
ers their  market  price.  In  addition,  it 
cuts  out  the  costly  process  of  drying 
meat  halves  prior  to  packaging. 

The  Quantz  cracker  works  by  actu- 
ally shocking  the  shell,  which  disinte- 
grates the  outer  covering  rather  than

cracking  it.  It  works  on  the  principle 
that  nuts  are  best  cracked  from  end  to 
end,  thus  separating  the  shell  from  the 
meat. 

Pecans  enter  the  Quantz  cracker 
through  a  belt-like  feed  mechanism. 
The  force  of  gravity  pulls  the  pecans 
into  individual  slots  where  a  self- 
adjusting  piston  automatically  sizes  each 
nut.  Pecans  are  then  revolved  upward 
to  a  cracking  turret.  As  it  passes  a  fixed 
point,  the  shell  is  stressed  just  to  the 
point  of  breaking  and  a  high-frequency 
vibration  shocks  it.  As  the  turret  com- 
pletes its  revolution  over  and  down,  the 
unharmed  nut  and  shattered  shell  pieces 
exit  together  out  the  back  of  the  machine. 

Because  of  its  design,  the  Quantz 
cracker  also  is  able  to  handle  a  variety 
of  nut  sizes  and  shell  textures  simul- 
taneously. Previous  crackers  tried  to 
size  out  particular  variety  of  nuts  through 
an  adjusting  crack-box.  "And  with  the 
old  machine,  if  you  don't  set  it  exactly 
right  for  even  one  particular  variety, 
you'll  tear  the  nuts  all  to  pieces  when 
you  crack  them,"  Quantz  explained.  He 
added: 

"We  crack  every  variety  of  pecan 
grown — quickly  and  efficiently.  And 
we  have  placed  a  machine  in  California 
that  even  cracks  English  walnuts." 


Student  profile: 
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It's  rare  to  see  Joe  Huff  without 
a  smile. 
The  tall  PC  senior  from 
Augusta,  Ga.,  is  popular  across  the 
campus  for  his  optimistic  attitude, 
friendliness  and  natural  leadership 
abiUty.  And  faculty  members  know 
him  as  a  student  who  can  maintain 
top  grades  despite  heavy  involvement 
in  numerous  campus  activities — 
including  captain  of  the  varsity  tennis 
team. 

As  tennis  coach  Bobby  McKee  put 
it: 

"If  ever  there  was  someone  who 
epitomizes  the  all-round  PC  man,  it 
would  be  Joe  Huff.  He  has  more 
initiative  and  self-motivation  than  I've 
seen  in  a  student  in  a  long  time. 
Working  with  Joe  has  made  my 


"My  first  consideration 
was  academics,  so  I  knew 
PC  would  be  good  for  me 
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coaching  experience  much  more 
enjoyable." 

Fellow  tennis  team  members  look 
up  to  Huff  as  well,  McKee  added. 

"He  gets  a  lot  of  respect,  not  only 
for  his  tennis  ability  but  for  his 
attitude.  He's  a  great  competitor.  On 
the  other  hand,  when  we  lose  a 
match,  he's  never  angry  but  rather 
shows  the  kind  of  sportsmanship  that 
reflects  well  on  this  college.  He  takes 
on  a  lot  of  responsibiUty  for  himself." 

For  his  athletic  and  academic 
achievements,  Joe  was  one  of  24 
student-athletes  in  men's  tennis  from 
colleges  across  the  country  to  be 
named  last  May  as  an  Academic  All- 
America  by  the  National  Association 
of  Intercollegiate  Athletics.  He  also 
achieved  honorable  mention  All- 
America  for  his  tennis  play. 

Although  tennis  takes  up  a  large 
portion  of  his  day  (the  team  practices 
almost  12  hours  a  week  in  addition  to 
playing  matches),  Joe  finds  time  for  a 
lot  more.  This  semester,  for  example, 
he  is  president  of  the  Student  Alumni 
Council,  working  on  projects  ranging 
from  the  Annual  Giving  phonathon  to 
spring  alumni  club  socials. 

In  addition,  he  serves  as  chairman 
of  the  Student  Government 
Association's  judicial  council  and  is  a 
member  of  the  Student  Admissions 
Advisory  Council. 

Because  of  his  overall  record  at 
Presbyterian  College,  Joe  Huff  was 
tapped  last  fall  for  listing  in  Who's 
Who  Among  Students  in  American 
Universities  and  Colleges.  A  regular 


Dean's  List  student,  he  also  is  a 
member  of  Omicron  Delta  Kappa 
national  honorary  leadership  and 
scholastic  society  and  Sigma  Kappa 
Alpha  academic  honor  society. 

Despite  the  many  hours  he  puts 
into  his  extracurricular  activities,  he 
obviously  fmds  time  to  study:  "I  feel 
like  I'm  well-disciplined  and  know 
how  to  budget  my  time." 

The  PC  senior  learned  about  Pres- 
byterian from  brother  Allen  Huff,  a 
1985  graduate.  In  fact,  during  a  visit 
with  his  brother  while  a  senior  in  high 
school,  Joe  knocked  around  a  few 
tennis  balls  with  the  team  and  decided 
that  PC  was  for  him. 

"I  picked  up  tennis  kind  of  late,  so 
I  wasn't  recruited  by  anyone,"  said 
Joe,  who  is  attending  on  a  partial 
athletic  scholarship.  "My  first 
consideration  was  academics,  so  I 
knew  PC  would  be  good  for  me  in 
that  regard." 

Huff  values  his  total  PC  experience 
and  speaks  enthusiastically  of  the 
preparation  he  receives  toward  his 
future  career.  He  currently  is  applying 
to  law  schools  with  an  eye  toward 
practicing  domestic  or  environmental 
law. 

"I  know  it's  a  cliche,  but  I  love  the 
community  feeUng  we  have  at  PC. 
You  can  really  feel  a  part  of  things 
and  easily  get  involved,"  he  said.  "I 
will  miss  this  place."

A  working  model  for  other  colleges 


One  of  the  more  active  student  groups  at 
PC  serves  as  the  campus  arm  of  the 
Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Association. 

It's  the  Student  Alumni  Council,  known 
by  the  acronym  STAC,  whose  work  in  the 
areas  of  alumni  relations  and  student  re- 
cruiting has  received  a  measure  of  national 
recognition  and  earned  the  group  a  reputa- 
tion for  productive  service. 

STAC  was  organized  officially  in  the  fall 
of  1983  to  help  bridge  the  gap  between  stu- 
dents and  alumni,  said  group  advisor  Randy 
Randall,  the  college's  director  of  alumni 
affairs.  It  seeks  to  introduce  students  to 
their  future  status  as  alumni. 

In  this  capacity,  STAC  maintains  a  long 
list  of  responsibilities.  These  include  helping 
to  recruit  prospective  students  at  the  Pres- 
byterian College  Alumni  Recruiting  (PAR) 
socials  .  .  .  representing  the  student  body  at 
alumni  club  dinners  .  . .  assisting  with  the 
Annual  Giving  Phonathon  .  . .  and  helping 
with   various   campus   occasions   such   as 


Youth  Day,  Homecoming  and  the  senior 
alumni  dinner. 

"It's  a  group  that  really  does  something 
for  the  school — which  makes  me  feel  good, 
since  PC  has  done  so  much  for  me,"  said 
STAC  president  Joe  Huff,  a  senior  from 
Augusta,  Ga.,  who  is  preparing  for  law 
school. 

"I  feel  privileged  in  being  selected  to  serve 
as  a  STAC  member,"  added  vice  president 
Kristie  Smith,  a  junior  special  education 
major  from  Clinton.  "It's  one  of  my  favorite 
organizations." 

The  Student  Alumni  Councirs  present 
roster  lists  26  members  from  the  sopho- 
more, junior  and  senior  classes.  They  were 
chosen  from  nominations  of  fellow  STAC 
members,  faculty  and  staff  based  on  proven 
leadership  ability  and  their  interest  in 
promoting  the  college,  Randall  said.  The 
highly  selective  process  makes  for  strong 
motivation.

STAC  was  requested  by  the  national  organ- 
ization known  as  Student  Alumni  Associa- 
tion/ Student  Foundation  Network  to  present 
two  seminars  at  its  national  conference  last 
September.  Approximately  600  delegates 
from  colleges  and  universities  throughout 
the  country  attended  the  conference  at 
which  the  PC  delegation  drew  good  response 
for  its  presentations  on  PAR  socials  and  the 
Annual  Giving  Phonathon. 

Then  in  February  at  the  Southeastern 
regional  conference  of  this  organization,  the 
PC  group  repeated  its  seminar  on  PAR 
work  by  popular  request. 

Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Recruiting 
socials  are  held  during  September  in  South 
Carolina  and  Georgia  areas  where  alumni 
have  formed  active  PAR  committees  to 
work  the  local  scene.  Several  STAC  members 
attend  each  social  to  associate  with  the 
guests,  cultivate  the  prospective  students  in 
a  personal  way  and  update  alumni  on  cam- 
pus activities. 

"This  has  been  a  very  effective  way  to 
recruit  new  students  and  at  the  same  time 
get  in  touch  with  the  alumni,"  Randall  said. 
"The  prospects  enjoy  discussing  PC  from  a 
student's  viewpoint,  while  the  alumni  always 
enjoy  the  contact  with  present  members  of 
our  student  body." 

In  October,  STAC  gears  up  for  the 
Annual  Giving  Phonathon.  Approximately 
200  students  representing  ten  campus  organi- 
zations usually  participate  in  this  fund- 
raiser, which  involves  asking  alumni  and 
parents  to  participate  in  the  PC  program. 

"This  year's  phonathon  went  over  well," 
Randall  said.  "We  raised  around  $72,000. 
At  the  same  time,  both  the  students  and  the 
alumni  seemed  to  enjoy  the  contact." 

In  another  big  fall  event,  STAC  joins  the 
Office  of  College  Relations  in  sponsoring 
Youth  Day.  The  members  serve  as  hosts 
and  tour  guides  for  the  annual  event,  which 
entertains  Presbyterian  church  youth  groups 
from  throughout  the  synod.  And  there  are 
other  fall  occasions  that  draw  special 
attention. 

Now  with  the  spring  season  at  hand, 
STAC  members  are  visiting  the  local  alumni 
club  socials  in  four  states  and  are  working 
with  the  senior  gift  committee  to  raise  funds 
for  a  senior  class  gift  to  the  school.  They 
also  are  planning  the  spring  Senior-Alumni 
Dinner,  held  annually  to  welcome  the  up- 
coming graduates  into  the  PC  Alumni 
Association. 

All  of  these  activities  help  students  become 
more  aware  of  the  Association  and  its  sig- 
nificance to  the  school.  As  Harry  Croxton, 
junior  political  science  major  from  Gray 
Court,  S.  C,  put  it: 

"Since  serving  on  the  Student  Alumni 
Council,  I've  learned  how  important  alumni 
are  and  how  I  can  better  serve  the  school 
after  I  graduate." 
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Pat  Phillips  71: 

Consumer  banking  chief  for  NCNB 

The  selection  of  G.  Patrick  Phillips  71  as  PC's  Outstanding  Young 
Alumnus  of  1982  seems  even  more  appropriate  today  with  his  continued 
rise  in  the  North  Carolina  National  Bank  organization  that  Business 
Week  magazine  has  just  ranked  18th  among  the  nation's  top  banks. 

NCNB  Corp.  of  Charlotte  last  fall  promoted  executive  vice  president  Phil- 
lips to  another  key  role  in  its  operation.  His  mission  as  consumer  banking  chief: 
to  coordinate  the  firm's  rapid  expansion  into  new  consumer  markets  of  securi- 
ties, mortgages  and  insurance.  He  is  responsible  for  the  new  consumer  banking 
group,  which  includes  branch-based  units  serving  individuals.  These  units  are 
NCNB  Mortgage  Corp.,  NCNB  Securities,  Inc.,  and  insurance  offered  through 
the  Johnson  &  Higgins  brokerage.  Its  full-service  securities,  mortgage  and 
insurance  operations  were  all  introduced  in  1986. 

Pat  Phillips  pointed  out  that  NCNB  increasingly  is  targeting  consumer 
markets  as  the  corporate  lending  market  has  become  intensely  competitive.  He 
said  the  firm  hopes  to  take  advantage  of  its  existing  network  of  588  banking 
offices,  the  seventh  largest  branch  system  in  the  United  States. 

Before  moving  into  his  present  position,  the  Presbyterian  College  alumnus 
spent  five  years  with  NCNB's  Florida  operation— first  as  senior  vice  president 
in  charge  of  the  Southeastern  region,  then  (1985-87)  as  executive  vice  president 
with  the  northern-western  Florida  area  out  of  Tampa.  He  joined  NCNB  in  1973 
as  a  credit  analyst  and  is  now  completing  his  15th  year  with  that  organization. 
After  rising  through  various  promotions  to  director  of  the  26  branches  for  the 
Charlotte  city  office,  he  went  to  Florida  when  the  bank  expanded  into  that 
area. 

A  native  of  Greenville,  S.  C,  Pat  received  his  BS  degree  (with  honors)  in 
economics  from  PC  in  1971.  He  then  entered  the  University  of  Virginia  on 
fellowship  to  earn  his  MBA  degree  and  began  his  NCNB  career  immediately 
thereafter.  Among  his  activities  outside  the  banking  world,  PhilHps  has  served 
on  the  Presbyterian  College  board  of  visitors.  He  and  wife  Deborah  have  two 
daughters. 
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
